THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 
Time—The conversion of the 
Apostle Paul probably took place 
in the year A.D, 36, while the be- 
ginning of his ministry in Antioch 
occurred about A.D. 43. 
Place.—Antioch was a great city 
of Syria, on the left bank of the 
Orontes River, fifteen miles inland 
from the Mediterranean sea, Dam- 
ascus, of course, was’ the capital 
of Syria, as Jerusalem was the 
great city of Palestine. 
Saul’s Early Ministry 
“And he was certain days with 
the disciples that were at Dam- 
ascus and straightw.y in the syna- 
gogues he proclaimeu Jesus, that 
he is the Son of God, And all that 
heard him were amazed, and said, 
is that this he that in Jerusalem 
made havoc of them that called 
on his name? And he had come 
hither for this intent, that he might 
bring them bound before the chief 
priésts.”’ 
What a great change had taken 
place in this man Saul! But a few 
days before this he was the most 
violent persecutor of anyone who 
believed this very thing which he 
was now preaching. Everyone 
knew that some tremendous power 
must have laid holu of him to 
bring about such a transformation, 

“But Satl increased the more in 
strength and confounded the Jews 
that dwelt at Damascus, proving 
that this is the Christ.” Saul be- 
came more energetic in his new 
labors. Saul knew the great truths 
of the Old Testament as probably 
few men of his yeneration knew 
them. No one was able to con- 
found him. 

The Plot Against Saul 

“And when many days were ful- 
filled, the Jews took counsel to- 
gether to kill him: but their plot 
became known to Saul, And they 
watched the gates also day and 
night that they might kill him: but 
h disciples took him by night, 
and let him dewn~ through the 
wall, lowering him in a_ basket.” 

What a difference between Saul’s 


original intention to enter into 
Damascus in his burnig ‘hatred 
aganst the Chr’.tians with the 
picture we now have of — him, 


hounded by these very Jews who 
would seek to murder him, and 
being helped out of the city by the 
disciples whom a few weeks ago 
he sought to destroy. 
Saul In Jerusalem 
“And when he was come to 
Jerusalem. He assayed to join 
himself “to the. discicles: and, they 
were. all afraid ot not be- 
lieving that he was a disciplé’? dt 
must have been a bitter disappoint- 
ment to Saul, comng fresh from 
the persecution Jf the Jews, to 
find himself repulsed by the Bre- 
thren. The disciples may have 
thought that he returned to his 
former faith and had some sinister 
motive in secking to join them. 
Barnabas Befriends Saul 
“But Barnabas took him, 
brought him to the apostles, 
declared unto them how he had 
seen the Lord in the way, and 
that he had spoken to him, and 
how at Damascus he had preached 
boldly in the name of — Jesus.”. 
While other leading Christians in 
the city of Jerusalen. looked with 
suspicion upon Saul,

came forward and ‘took the young 
disciple by the hand and gave him 
the weight of his influence’—the 
influence of wealth and character,

Four years ago next May a call 
went out from the British admir- 
alty to all yachtsmen, to all owners 
of launches, to all salt-water fish- 
ermen, to all proprictors of bum- 
boats to stad by for service, says 
the New York Times.

Moss For Wounds 


In the proceedings of the staff 
mectings of the Mayo Clinic ap- 
Pears a discussion by Lieiit. Col. 
C. W. Mayo and Pr, E. G. Wake- 
fleld on the use of moss for sur- 
gical dressings, says a science wri- 
fer"in the New York Times, Ac- 


seOrding to Mayo and Wakefield, 


moss was used successfully by Na- 
poleon's surgeons, It was also used 
by both sides in the Franco-Prus- 
sian War and by the Germans and 
English in the last war. The moss 
wsed for dressings by the Germans 
and English was sphagnum moss 
peat bogs. 
olonel Mayo and Dr. Wakefield 
ve been studying the possibili- 
of a tree moss which grows 
along the seaboard in the Gulf and 
eastern States. This is known loc- 
ally as Spanish or Florida moss. 
It attaches itself to the boughs and 
trunks of trees and Ite stems trail 
down in great lengths. 

The absortive power of the moss 
depends on the character of the 
Weaves, which are in the form of 
hollow cells, more or less filled with 
water. The water can be squeezed 


~out and the moss dried. Thus 


treated the moss is brittle, but it 
retains its absorptive power better 
than cotton. 

Cotton dressings will take up from 
four to six times their dry weight 
of water; the Florida moss from 
six to ten times. The amount of 
water absorbed is reduced by handl- 
fing, because the leaves break. The 
email broken bits tend to penetrate 
the gauze covering. Best results 
are obtained if the moss fe dried 
slowly at ordinary temperature.

Uniform Rural Meter Rate 
Anywhere in Ontario 


Our last advertisement illustrated the reductions which will 
apply to farm and hamlet services in mosk arears in the Province. 

r Herein we give some of the reasons for and benefits of the new 
Uniform Meter Rate. 


The cost of rural electric service is made up of two main parts: 
(1) The cost of providing electricity in bulk at convenient central 
points (substations) > 


(2) The cost of distributing this electricity from these substations to. 
the user. 


Since electricity cannot be stored, it is necessary to provide lines’made. 
up.of poles, conductor,’ transformers, etc., to carry the electricity from the 
substation to the consumer so that each user will have service available at 
the flip of a switch. To the cost of building these lines must be added the 
cost of maintaining and operating them. 


Electric service rates originally included a Service Charge to cover the - 
cost of distribution, plus a meter rate to cover the cost of the bulk electricity 
at the substation. The Province was divided into . number of rural power 
fistricts created around available substations without particular regard te 
township or county boundaries. Each of these districts had its own meter 
rate, varying from a high of 6c 2c and \c to a low of 2\4c, 1 1-2c and \c. 


During the past twenty years many complications and inequalities have . 
arisen in trying to maintain the identity of these districts. Therefore in 
order to provide suitable service to all at the lowest and fairest cost, the 120 
Rural Power Districts have been combined into one Provincial Rural Power . 
System with a Uniform Meter Rate of 4c, 1-6|10¢c and %c. Now, all Rural 
Power Consumers anywhere in the Province pay the same meter rate. This 
Uniform Rate represents a reduction in most of the old districts and an in- 
crease in only a few districts formerly having a very low rate. 


These explanations are given to help you understand the new rate. In 
our next message, we shall discuss, for your benefit, the MINIMUM BILL. 
In the meantime, if you need further information, please ask your Rural 
District Superintendent.

Briton Commends 


Canadian Farmer 
Ex-Minister of Agriculture Says 


Britain Could Learn Much 
From Our Farmers 


Lord De La “Warr, former: leader 
of the House of Lords and ex-min- 
ister of agriculture who has just 
returned to England from Canada, 
told the guild of agricultural jour- 
nalists that British farmers could 
learn a great deal from Canadian 
farmers. 

The Canadian people as well as 
the British people, he said, do hot 
realize how great a contribution the 
Canadian farmer has made in the 
war. 

“Canadian farms. have lost more 
than 400,000 men but production 
has increased 45 per cent. It speaks 
eloquently for the immensity of the 
war effort of the individual farmer, 
his wife and his family.” 

Discussing farming on the praries 
he said: “Farmers are tackling dif- 
ficult problems of deterioration of 
the land with vision and courage, 
through changing methods of ag- 
riculture, irrigation and the intro- 
duction of mixed farming.” 

He had high praise for Canadian 


stock breeders. “The: are working 


on principles of breeding we haven't 


UNIFORMLY CHIC 


begun here. I was amazed at the. 
high standard of their stock.” 

In England, he said, breeds of 
stock are allowed to mix indiscri« 
minately. “We can’t build a pros- 
perous British agriculture on scrub 
stock.” In Canada.stock breeders 
even on'small farms employ butter- 
fat tests, line breeding and calf- 
hood vaccination and artificial in- 
semination. 

“Unless we are going to allow our- 
selves to fall badly behind we shall 
have to wake up very considerably, 
We have to make a drastic attack 
on the problem of breeding better 
cattle and tackling disease.”

The air war over Nazi Europe {s 
still growing in scope and intensity, 
comments the New York Times. 
Every passing day establishes new 
records for the number of Allied 
planes that roam the Nazi. skies, 
for the weight of bombs and incen- 
diaries dropped on Nazi targets, for 
the number of Nazi planes des- 
stroyed, and for the relentless fre- 
quency of the attacks’ In fact, in 
both numbers of men and amounts 
of materiel employed the ait war 
has assumed proportions which place 
it in a special category of its own: 
It has finally taken the airplane out 
of the category of auxiliary weapon 
and made the air arm a major 
branch of the armed forces. The 
air war itself has become more than 
a mere prelude to the main event— 
the invasion, It has become a spe- 
cial phase of a three-dimensional 
war which demands victory in every 
phase, and which thereby forces a 
revision of all past calculations of 
power, especially as they apply to 
countries like Great Britain and the 


United States. 


. “Those Few ......” 
It has been an axiom since Ma« 
han’s day that/sea power is the de- 


. Cisive factor in shaping world his- 


tory, and especially in winning wars, 
For naval power, by commanding 
the‘ seas, also’ commands ttie re- 
sourcés of the world, and above/all 
assures the communication lines of 
sea-borne troops. But the modern 
three-dimensional war is demon- 
strating that naval power alone is 
not enough, There is no doubt 
that without her naval power Bri- 
tain could’ scarcely survive. But it 
is also true that she could not have 
survived without those few to whom 
80 many owed so much—the Bri- 
tish Air Force, which was as in- 
strumental as the British Navy in 
frustrating Hitler's invasion plans. 
Now the same thing applies to the 
Allies. 


The Second Phase 

For naval power alone can no 
longer safeguard the communica- 
tion lines of an invading force. To 
assemble the necessary invasion 
force the Allies had to win the 
naval war as the first phase of the 
total war, and even in that phase 
the airplane played an almost de- 
cisive role in defeating the U-boat 
menace. Now they must wir the 
air war as the second phase before 
the actual invasion can be launched, 
In the end, every war must be won 
in battle on the ground, which 
marks its final phase. But without 
victory in the two preceding phases 
there can be no invasion, no vic- 
torious ground battle, and’ therefore 
no final victory, 

Combined Operation 

It is undoubtedly considerations 
such as these which prompted 
Prime Minister Churchill to lay 
continued emphasis on the air war 
in his latest speech, and also to 
point out to Marshal Stalin the dif- 
ficulties of large-scale amphibious 
operations as compared with pure- 
ly militgey operations in great land 
spaces. lien the Russian armies 
met defeat in the initial stages of 
the war they could retreat for some 
900 miles into the interior and, after 
organizing the full resdurces of an 
even vaster hinterland, resuine the 
battle with greater chances of suc- 
cess, There was no such retreat for 
the Anglo-French army, and there 
will be no’such retreat for the Al- 
lied armies of invasion. They must

advance from the moment they set 
foot on the Continent in order to 
deploy all their forces. They must 
be certain that their communica- 
tion lines remain intact and that 
the way in front of ‘them has been 
blasted open. That cannot be done 
by the navy alone. It will require 
a combined operation in three di- 
mensions which would risk disas- 
ter unless air victory had been ach- 
ieved first. Even then, Germany 
with her interior lines and excel- 
lent land communications might 
still be able to concentrate an over- 
whelming superiority at any in- 
vasion point unless her whole war 
potential has been seriously re- 
duced. The Russian armies have 
been accomplishing this reduction 
at a tremendous pace, and so has 
the air and naval war which, as the 
Russians themselves testify today, 
contributed so substantially to the 


Russian victories, 


Things To Keep In Mind 
These are some of the things to 
keep in mind when relative accom- 
plishments in the war are meas- 
used by the Russian ground victor 
ies on the one hand ‘and the Allied 
stalemate at Cassino on the other 


It is necessary to keep in mind that ' 


the American Air Force alone, 
though scattered on various fronts, 
numbers nearly two and a half mil- 
lion men, or more perhaps than 
the number of Germans fighting on 
the Russian front. And.the con- 
centrated British Air Force must 
be at least half as large again. It 
must be kept in mind that the de- 
struction of German war produc- 
tion wrought by the air war is far 
greater than could have been ach- 
ieved by any other kind of bom- 
bardment. And it must be kept in 
mind that at the present rate of 
losses German air power, on which 
Hitler depended for victory, is be- 
ing eliminated as surely as was 
German naval power. 


Westminster Hall

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OTTAWA REPORTS 


That Tenant Farmers Are On The 
Increase In All Provinces Of 
Canada Except Quebec 


In. the forty-year period from 
1902.40 1941, the number of farmers 
who.own the land they live on has 
dropped from 87 percent to 75 per- 
cent, according to figures of the 
economist branch of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. Of the 
nine provinces, only Quebec is the 
exception. In that province owner- 
operated farms increased from 0 
percent in 1901 to nearly 93 per 
cent in 1941, 

The years between 1928 and 1938 
when farm prices dropped to their 
lowest level saw the most rapid 
drop in owner-operated farms across 
the Dominion. 

Of the 550,000 full owners who 


operated their farms in 1941, less 


than one-half, or 48 percent, had 
mortgage indebtedness. The prairie 
provinces, hit hard in the previous 
years with drought as well as de- 
pression, ranked highest in indebt- 
ness. Ontario stood at the half-way 
mark, and Nova Scotia reported 
the best standing. 
* * * 

Getting package bees away to a 
good start depends on a number of 
things, according to C. B. Gooder- 
ham, Dominion Apiarist at Ottawa. 
First of all, those expecting pack- 
age bees should arrange with their 
nearest express or customs officials 
for prompt delivery, To” house the 
bees, one hive fitted with 10 drawa 
combs or full sheets of foundation 
is needed for each package, and 
from 10 to 15 Ibs, of sugar or 
honey is required to feed them. 

When received the packages 
should be stood in a ‘cool shady 
place, and the bees fed by sprink- 
ling a thin solution of sugar and 
water on the screenings of the 
packages. Wait for late afternoon 
or evening to release the bees in 
their hives unless the weather is 
cool and cloudy, 

* * * 

It is not the bees you receive 

that will prodsice the honey crop, 


the Apiarist points out, but those: 


which can be reared between the 
time the packages are placed in 
the hives and the time the clovers 
are in bloom. This means that the 
bees mustn’t be allowed to run 
Short of feed at any time. Start 
feeding as’ soon as they are in the 
hive and keep feeding until they 
are well established and obtaining 
enough from the fields for their 
needs, Their best food is honey 
but it should never be given unless 
one is certain that it has been pro- 
duced by diseasé-free colonies,

That Activities of 
In All Parts Of Canada 


Nearly half a million farmers are 
members — co-operative associa- 
tions in Canada. These associa- 
tions are now doing more than a 
quarter of a million dollars’ worth 
of business annually, according to 
Dominion Government figures. 

To an increasing extent a farmer 
can deliver his livestock to a live- 
stock shipping association, milk to 
& cooperative dairy, and eggs and 
poultry to a poultry cooperative. 
He can purchase his \household 
necessities and other farm“items 
through a cooperative store, his 
tractor fuel, an dgasoline from a 
cooperative oil station, and his farm 
machinery from a farm implement 
association. 

* * 

Since the outbreak of war the 
Credit Unions of Quebec have ex- 
perienced perhaps the greatest ex- 
Pansion among the various types 
of cooperations which prevail in 
various parts of the Dominion 
From some 1200 in 1930, these have 
grown to somewhere around 1800. 
Wartime regulations forbidding 
Opening of new business places or 
expansion of those already estab- 
lished have been a serious check on 
cooperatives, but taking over of 
privately owned stores has substan- 
tially increased their numbers. The 
trend in this direction has been 
@teatest in Western Canada, it is 
reported. In the Maritimes, while 
expansion is curtailed, interest in 
atudy clubs has been maintained, 
and it is anticipated that with the 
lifting of restriction~ the coopera- 
tive movement will go ahead rapid- 
ly in all parts of the country. 

* * = 


About five million bushels of 
corn is used annually by the starch 
industry in Canada, Since the out- 
break of war large quantities of 
Canadian-grown corn have replaced 
that formerly imported. The starch 
companies have found Canadian 
corn of good quality quite suitable 
for their purpose, says F. Dim- 
mock, Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa. Good quality corn, he 
points out, means that it is well 
matured, naturally dried, high ni 
starch and low in moisture. With 
this corn properly cribbed, Mr. 
Dimmock feels there should be no 
handicap in supplying the entire 
requirements of the starch industry 
with Canadian corn both now and 
after the war.

The urgent need for horsehair is 
stressed by L. S. Hewes, director of 
brushes for Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. He asks that farmers 
gather up all the supplies they can 
get and sell to dealers promptly. 
Horsehair is used to make gun-

shes for use in war plants, navy 
mattresses, shock pads and cush- 
fons for Army tanks and aircraft.

When placed in a room of 
from 55 to 60 degrees F. green 
healthy sprouts will develop in 
from four to five weeks, With the 
use of sand, a strong root growth

Political Offensive 


For that reason the Russian in- 
vasion of the Balkans represents 
not merely a military but also a 
Political offensive of great import- 
ance. More than ever the nations 
of Europe in general and those of 
the Balkans in particular are scan- 
ning the political horizon to learn 
what slogans the invading Russian 
armies carry on their banners. In 
these circumstances it was an act of 
highest Statesmanship when Mr. 
Molotoff announced to the world 
that the Soviet Government does not 
pursue the aim of acquiring Ru- 
manian territory (that is, . beyord- 
Bessarabia, which Russia regards ae 
its own) and that it does not pro« 
pose to alter the existing social 
structure of Rumania. This state- 
ment, which acquires added validity 
from Russia’s continued Peace ne- 
gotiations with Finland on the basia 
of improving terms, is a pledge 
which begins to define the limits 
of Russian aspirations and may be 
accepted as given in the spirit of 
the Atlantic Charter, the Anglo- 
Russian Alliance and the Moscow 
and Teheran Declarations. It does 
not solve the other Russian border 
question nor does it exclude a later 
Russian demand for a “friendly” 
Rumanian Government after the 
war, but as far as it goes it helps 
to clarify Russian intentions and 
Allied policy in the Balkans, In 
the words of Secretary Hull, it 
should also help the Rumanians to 
realize that “their own ultimate in- 
terests require that German forces 
be driven from their country,” 
That applies to all countries under 


That enormous advance upon a 
front reaching from far above the 
Arctic Circle to the mouths of the 
Danube, plungeti forward; it was

Red Army In Rumania 

The Red armies, fighting their 
way back across eight hundred or 
nite hundred bloody miles, from 
the Volga and the deep Caucasus, 
have surged across the old Prut 
River boundary along a 165-mile 
front and have penetrated dry Ru- 
manian territory for a distance of 
twelve miles. After nearly thirty- * 
three agonizing months of battle 
to free its own soil from the in- 
vader, Russia is now Staging an in- 
vasion of its own, says the New 
York Times, For the first time 
since Russa entered the war Soviet 
military dispatches bear the date- 
lines of recognized enemy terri- 
tory,

The lowly corncob, viewed by 
many as useful only as a handy 
form of kindling to soak with kero- 
@ene and-use for starting a fire in 
the kitchen range, is something of 
a Cinderella in its possible indus- 
trial applications, writes W.  P.

For example,’ corncobs may bi 
ground and used in making sweep- 
compounds, for burnishing 
metals, in cleaning furs, and for 
oving oil from tin and other 
types of metal plates. 

Cut in chunks ranging from a 
Arter to an eighth of an Inch in 
torncobs c&h serve as heat in- 

sulation over ceilings and in walls 
of houses. They have low conduc- 
tivity but have the disadvantage of 


mot being fireproof.

‘we @ substitute for cork in various 


eomposition’ materials, such as 
soles for shoes. Ground to flour, 
_@obs may even be used in place of 
cork in making linoleum. Cobs 
ould more generally be substitut- 
ed for ground cork were it not for 
the fact that the cob particles are 
much harder and less resilient than 
cork. 


Dynamite consists of a mixture 
of liquid nitroglycerine with some 
absorbent material. The nvraterial 
weed at first was kiesegulhr, a 
kind of earth formed:by innumer- 
able fossil plants. Later, wood 

pulp and sawdust were used as ab- 
sorbent materials. By special care 
im processing, ground cobs ean be 
used in making dynamite. 

* * * 


Cobs may be used in the crea- 
tlon of special light-weight tile 
and other ceramic products. The 
lightness of these products comes 
from their porosity. And the pores 
or air spaces result from mixing 
particles of cobs with clay from 
which the ceramic product is form- 
ed, the cob particles vanishing when 
the clay Is burned in the kiln. 

Ground cobs may also be used 
as filler for plastics. Their only 
shortcoming in this field is appar- 
ently the fact that phenol plastics 
made with cob flour are not as 
waterproof and do not have as high 
a luster as those made with other 
types of filler, These qualities, 
however, are not of prime impor- 
tance in all types of plastics.

Garden Notes 


Concentrate 

If the plot of vegetables is very 
tiny, then authorities ativise con- 
centrating on those vegetables 
which give the biggest yield. This 
means small, compact things like 
onions, carrots, beets, lettuce, radish 
spinach, beans, and possibly a few 
staked tomatoes. With the first 
five items, even 10 feet of row if 
given a little attention in the way 
of thinning, cultivation and per- 
haps watering and fertilizer, should 
produce three or four good meals 
for the fair-sized family. And 
as the rows can be spaced a mere 
foot apart, a plot a dozen feet 
each way will grow a lot. Spin- 
ach and beans take a little more 
space, but 20 feet of row will fur- 
nish several meals, 

Tomatoes will take up still more 
rom, but if staked can go in about 
16 inches apart. One plant will 
grow a big basket of tomatoes, and 
if all side shoots. are nipped off 
and the plant tied loosely to a six- 
foot stake it will ripen the fruit 
surprisingly early. 

Firét Planting 

There are some things which 
must ‘get first growth while the 
weather is cool and moist. In this 
line, of course, are shrubs, vines 
aud trees and other nursery stock. 
One can hardly plant these too 
early, 

There are also those flowers 
which normally seed themselves, 


things like ‘cosmos, corn flowers, 
marigolds and alyssum. Grass is 
also in this category. 

In vegetables among the earli- 
est ones there are several that must 
get their growth in cool weather. 
These include peas, spinach, 
onions, curly endive; radish and 
lettuce, One can start to plant 
all these just as soon as the driest 
part of the garden is ready. 

Three Sowings 

With most vegetables, the ex- 
perts advise making at least three 
sowings, about ten days to a fort- 
night apart, In this way the 
,ardener is protected against dam- 
age which might wipe out dne 
sowing, and the season of garden 


fresh vegetables will be greatly ex- 
tended, , 
There are yariows little ways the 
experienced gardener uses to hasten 
things along. With tiny seeds 
like those of lettuce, onions, ete., 
sowing will be more economical 
and need less arduous thinning if 
the fine seed is mixed with a 
little sand and the mixture spread 
thinly along the rows. Allow. pota- 
toes to sprout in a sunniy, warm 
room tor a week or two and see 
that ‘sprouts are not broken off in 
planting. Soak the seeds of beans, 
peas, veets, corn, etc, before plant-

Time.—The first missionary jour- 
ney of the Apostle Paul probably 
began in A.D. 47 and, if it extended 
over a period of probably four 
years, may have terminated in 
A. D. 50, 

Place—The city of Antioch, as 
we saw in our preceding lesson, 
was located at the northern. ex- 
tremity of Syria, on the Orontes 
River, The island of Cyprus was 
directly west of Syria in the Medi- 
terranean, The cities which Paul 
visited on this journey were, for 
the .nost part, in Galatia, which 
would be the southern part of 
the country now known as Asia 
Minor. 

‘One In Christ Jesus’ 

“Now there was at Antioch, in 
the church that was there, pro- 
phets and teachers. Barnabas, and 
Symeon that was called Niger. 
Manaen, the foster-brother of 
Herod the tetrarch, and Saul.” This 
verse reveals how the Holy Spirit 
was working among nations and 
races of all colors and creeds, All 
were becoming ‘One In Christ 
Jesus.’ 

And as they ministered to the 
Lord, and fasted, the Holy Spirit 
said, separate me Barnabas and 
Saul for the work whereunto I 
have called them.” Notice here the 
distinct personality and Godhead 
of the Holy Ghost. Both men 
had been called tong before, but 
were now to be solemnly set apart 
for the special work to which in 
the divine purpose they had been 
destined, 

Messengers Of The Church 

“Then, when they had fasted and 
prayed and laid their hands on 
them, they sent them away.” This 
was a solemn. dedication of them 
to a work in which. they were to 
enter as the accredited messengers 
of the church, 

“So they, being sent forth by the 
Holy Spirit, went down to Seleucia; 
and from thence they. sailed to 
Cyprus.” Barnabas and Saul, sent 
forth by the Spirit, are the van 
guard of Christ's army going forth 
to deliver men from Satan’s domin- 
ation. 

The Cripple’s Faith 

“And at Lystra there sat a cer- 
tain man, impotent in ‘his feet, a 
cripple from his mother’s womb, 
who never had walked. The same. 
heard Paul speaking: who, fasten-" 
ing his eyes upon him, and seeing 


that he had faith to be made whole, _ 


said with a loud voice, stand up- 
right on ‘thy feet. And he leaped 
up and walked.” The apostle, 
through the discernment given by 

spirit, saw that this cripple had 
faith “attavas a fit object to be 
made, by his ture, a sign unto the 
men of Lystra. His faith saved 
his soul and qualified him for a 
miraculous bodily cure, 

Jupiter And Mercury 

“And when the multitude saw 
what Paul had done . . . and waquld 
have done sacrifice with tl multi- 
tudes.” Jupiter was the gredtest of 
the classical deities, ‘the father of 
of gods and men’, Mercury was 
the god of eloquence and regarded 
as the ‘messenger of the gods,’ The 
city believed itself to be under 
the protection of Jupiter, and his. 
temple stood, as was usual in front 
of the chief gates of the city. 

Paul’s Devotion To Christ 

“But when the apostles, Barna- 
bas and Paul, heard of it... And 
with these sayings scarce restrained 
they the multitudes from doing 
sacrifice unto them.” Thesé words 
reveal again the strength of Paul's 
character, his absolute devotion 
to Christ, and his horror of such 
adulation, I¢ would Lave been so 
easy to accept this worship and 


abandon the pathway of persecu- 
tion and of the stones, If men 
would help the prophet they should 
pray that he may never accept the 
garland or the wo’ship of men.

By Harold Griffin 


This is the story of the opening 
up of North America’s last frontier, 
of what is being achieved to- 
day under:the impact of war and 
what can be achieved tomorrow.

» That Food Production In Canada 


Has Increased 150 Percent 
: Over Pre-War Levels 


The Canadian farmer, by his 
food production efforts is playing 
a gicat part in winning the war, 
and at the same time is helping 
to lay the foundation for perman- 
ent world peace, K. W. Taylor, 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board's 
food co-ordnator, told foods of- 
ficers at an Ottawa conference re- 
cently. With @ labor force only 
75 percent of the pre-war total, 
Canadian agriculture has increased 
food production 150 percent over 
pre-war levels. 

“We Can't look for a decent and 
sting peace settlement in Europe 
if negotiations are carried on in an 
‘atmosphere of hunger, misery and 
despair,” said Mr. Taylor. “It is 
in our interests to see that the 
people of Europe get at least basic 
requirements so as to arouse in, 
them hope for the future.” 

Much of the food for Europe 
at the end of the war will have 


. to be sent from Canada and the 


United States.

Shipments of food to Greece will 


be increased to 31,200 tons monthly 


in 1044, Prime Minister King

Developed In Urals 


R ecord

only 239 diamonds were mined, 

After the Revolution the “Dia- 
mond Land” was carefully explored 
and its industrial exploitation be- 
gun. The demand for diamonds, 
which are widely used in the min- 
ing, rubber, silk and weaving indus- 
tries, and above all in tank and 
aviation construction, has increas- 
ed greatly during the war.

The following extracts from a 
maval officer's letter home are well 
worth passing on:

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Birth Of Earth 


Granting that the earth was torn 
out of the sun by a passing star 
in the form of a huge mass of gas, 
what was its early’ history? asks 
The New York Times. Dr. Perley 
G. Nutting presents this vivid 
picture, 


Iniagine a huge ball of dense 
gas with a temperature of about 
5,000 degrees C, The outer layers 


cool first. | During the cooling 
process the gaseous earth is 
violently agitated, so that some 


elements combine to form liquids 
which alternately rise and then 
fall back in the form of rain, 


After the temperature of the 
earth drops a thousand degrees the 
first liquid core forms—a core of 
iron and iron alloys. At the 
liquid surface the atmospheric pres- 
sure is about thirty-two pounds to 
the square inch, or more than twice 
what it is now, 


* * 


The first solids appear at a tém- 
perature of 4,000 to 2,500 degrees 
C, and they probably float on the 
liquid sphere. Deeper down are 
heavy vapors of metal and of a 
few stable compounds of high den- 
sity. All these vapors condense 
at higher levels, rain down and 
vaporize over and over again, At 
intermediate and higher levels 
water vapor (as much as 1.85 tons 
to the square inch) condenses and 
pounds down in the form of rain 
but never reaches the surface. At 
the outer limits of the planet there 
are free gases, very cold, 

When the earth cools down to 
1,500 or1,200 degrees C, silica and sili 
silicates form, They cover the core of 
the earth to a depth of miles and miles 
and supplant all but a few metallic 
vapors. In fact, there are vast

Garden Notes 


icon 
Take Little Room 

Small vegetables like lettuce and 
tadish require rows only 15 inches 
apart. Beets, beans, carrots, peas 
and spinach need « little more 
Space between, while potatoes, carn 
and staked tomatoes must have a 
couple of feet to thirty inches. 
Space may be saved with the latter 
type if something quick-maturing 
such’ as lettuce and = spinach are 
planted in between. The bigger 
things will not need the full room 
at first, and by the time they do 
the early crops will be out of the 
way. 

If room is extremely limited, then 
experts advise confining  veget- 
ables to such heavy yielders as 
beans, lettuce, carrots, beets, 
onions, celery and, possibly, staked 
tomatoes, <A 20-foot row of any 
of these will supply many meals 
for a small family, . The expert 
who appreciates garden freshness 
will also include peas and corn. 
These things take up more room, 
and at least 75 feet of row is need- 
e! for a worthwhile crop, but only 
from the garden right at the door 
can really fresh corn and peas be 
obtained.’ 


Keep ‘Em Spaced 

One can save oneself a lot. of 
stooping and bother by proper 
spacing of seed when sowing. With 
beans, | peas and such seed, from 
three to five inches apart is about 
right?” With fine seeds like those 
of carrots, lettuce and” sue “it: is 
difficult to space evenly and thinly 
but with a little care one can pre- 
vent bunching. This 


care in sow- 
ing will be repaid later when the 
plants start-to grow, as much 


thinning will be saved, 

But even with this careful sowing, 
some thinning is inevitable with 
beets, onions, parsnips, and similar 
fine seed plants, The object. is 
to give room for early growth, ht 
is nct necessary to thin—say—beets 
and carrots to more than an inch 
or sq apart. Long before they have

PAUL WINS RECOGNITION 
FOR GENTILE CHRISTIANS 
Acts 15: 1-35; Galatians «: 1-21 
PRINTED TEXT ~—Acts 15: 23b 
—29; Galatians 2; 1, 2, 9, 10, 20, 21. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Being there- 
fore justified by faith, we have 
peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Romans 5: 1, 

Memory Verse: Oh give thanks 
unto Jehovah; for he is good; Ps, 
136: 1, 4 

Time—The council at Jerusalem 
assembled in A.D. 50. We are not 
sure when Paul rebuked Peter at 
Antioch, except that it was some 
years subsequent to the council. 

Place—Jerusalem was the great 
city of Palestine, in Judah, and An- 
tioch, mentioned in both sections of 
our lesson, was located in ue nor- 
thern part of Syria. 

Paul’s Greeting to Church 

“The apostles and the elders,. bre- 
thren, unto the brethren who are 
of the Gentiles in Antioch and 
Syria and Cilicia, greeting.” The 
fact that the Gentile converts are 
here addressed as ‘brethren’ is at 
once an assurance of full commun- 
ion with the church in Jerusalem, 

~ The Council’s Decree 

“For as much as we have heard 
that certain who went out fronmus 
have troubled you with words sub- 
verting your souls; to whom we 
gave no commandment...... from 
which if ye keep yourselves, it shall 
be well with you, Fare ye well.” 

The apostle said they were send- 
ing this letter by distinguished ser- 
vants of God who had actually haz- 
arded their lives for the sake of the 
Lord Jesus. They . wished the 
church at Antioch to know that 
this was not only their agreement, 
but that they fonnd themselves 
guided by the Holy Spirit in this 
decision. There is no resisting the 
implication that the Holy Spirit 
had been assembled with them and 
was with them of one accord. What 
a radical revelation would take place 
in all church assemblies if the sense 
of The Spirit’s presence were act- 
ually felt and if everything were 
said and done as if in His presence. 

Later Account of Council 

“Then after the space of four- 
teen years I went up again to Jeru- 
salem with Barnabas, taking Titus 
also with me. And I went up by 
revelation; aud I laid before them 
the gospel Which I preach among 
the Gentiles but privately before 
them who were of repute, lest by 
any means I should be running, or 
had run, in vain,” 

Paul first spoke in private to the 
Apostles, and having shown them 
that the Gospel as he preached it 
was ‘pure and genuine, though 
spoken ill of by many, he then ad- 
dressed the assembly of believers. 
Paul's visit was necessary for the 
satisfaction of his, Gentile converts, 
and also for the church in Jeru- 
salem, that the identity of his Gos- 
pel with that of the other Apostles 
should be distinctly seen and ack- 
nowledged. If he failed to con- 
vince the Apostles and the church 
of the validity of his Gospel with-

English Train 
Escapes Blitz 


Courageous Action of Driver 
And Fireman Averts Danger 
To Passengers 


Few passengers, if any, on a Lon- 
don night express recently knew 
that only the prompt and courage- 
ous actions of the driver, Herbert 
Bluntgyahid his fireman, William 
Page, saved them from great dan- 
wer. 

An air raid was in progress when 
the packed express entered a tun- 
nel, and most of the passengers 
were asleep. When about half way 
through, Blunt saw that the end 
of the tunnel was silhouetted in a 
dazzling white glare and that in- 
cendiary bombs were showering 
down, 

He slammed on all his brakes 
and stopped his train just’ inside 
the tunnel, Then, with shovels 
from the engine, Blunt and Page 
went out into the open and set 
about extinguishing the bombs, 
some of which had already set fire 
to the wooden sleepers. 

Despite the danger from possible 
explosives they carried on and ex- 
tinguished nearly 40 incendiaries 
lying on the track, Other incen- 
diaries on cither side of the em- 
bamment were/ illuminating the 
countryside around.

Indian Army Of 2,000,000 Men 
_| Largest Volunteer Army In World 


Increasing interest in the Bur- 
mese campaign has centred attention 
on the Indian seene generally, com- 
menjs the Montreal Star. It is 
doubtful whether the general pub- 
lic, in this country or in the United 
States, has more than a vague idea 
of the part that India has played 
and is playing in the world-conflict, 
Some data recently issued by the 
Government of India Information 
Services in Washington serve to 
emphasize in a graphic manner In- 
dia’s share in the struggle. How 
many people, we wonder, realize 
that the Indian Army is the largest 
volunteer army in the world—two 
million strong. The regular re- 
cruiting has been 50,000 men per 
month, and it would have been in- 
finitely larger but for th: fact that 
it was limited by the amount of the 
equipment available for enlisted 
men, 

India’s Army 

Nearly one-fourth of India’s army 
has seen active service overseas: 
the Fourth Indian Division played 
a most important part in the over- 
throw of Mussolini's African Eni- 
pire, during which itgsuffered some 
15,000 casualties, or one hundred 
per cent of its strength, but it 
captured over 100,000 German and 
Italian prisoners. 

Field-Marshal Lord Wavell has 
also gone on record 4s saying: 
“Without the assistance of India, 
both in troops and in material, we 
most certainly could not have held 
the Middle East, which has been, I 
think I can claim, the keystone of 
our present successes,” 

Royal Indian Navy 

The Royal Indian Navy person- 
nel ia today thirteen times greater 
than at the outbreak of the war. 
The Information Services state that 
ships of the Royal Indian Navy 
have played their part in the Rattle 
of the Atlantic, in the operations 
against the Italians in East Africa, 
the campaign in Iran, the operations 
in the Dutch East 'ndies waters, 
the defence of Singapore, the Bat- 
tle of Burma, and the invasion of 
Sicily. Today they are engaged in 
the duties of escort, patrol and 
mine-sweeping throughout the Eas- 
tern and Middle Eastern Waters, 


Indian Air Force 

The Air Force has developed also 
in a phenomenal way, having ex- 
panded ten-fold since the beginning 
of the war. India was one of the 
firat countries to establish a train- 
ing school for parachute troops. 
The response of volunteers to this 
extremely hazardous branch of the 
air services has been excellent, and 
it is stated that both Indians and 
Gurghas have been found to make 
first-class parachutists. The Force 
has played an important part in 
providing coverage for Allied ship- 
ping both going and comin., with 
troops and war supplies. In ad- 
dition Indian air units have made 
many important raids on enemy ter- 
ritory. Some idea of the expanse of 
the Force may be gained, it is poin- 
ted out, from the fact that during 
the past year more tien one mil- 


lion men have been engaged day and 


night in the work of aerodrome 
construction. 
Shipbuilding 

The war has brought about the 
development of one important new 
industry to India — shipbuilding, 
Before the war there was none in 
the Indian Empire. Today Indian 
shipyards are building ships for

She produces the 
latest types of artillery, and her or- 
dnance output has grown by leaps 
and bounds. She makes over 8,~ 
000,000 garments per month for 
army use, and over 4,000,000 pairs 
of boots a year for the army. 

All the above figures are official, 
and should serve to convince all 
save the deliberately purblind that 
India is behind the war effort heart 
and soul, despite ‘the lugubrious 
prophecies of Gandhi and his sat- 
ellites that the Indian people would 
not back the Allies until. the Bri- 
tish Government had - withdrawn 
from the sub-continent. India has

OTTAWA REPORTS 


That Problem Ahead of Canadian 
Poultrymen Is To Produce 
Eggs More- Efficiently 
The problem ahead of Canadian 
poultrymen is not one of increas- 
ing production, but. of producing 
eggs more efficiently, according te 
officials of the Egg and Poultry 
Marketing Service, Dominion De- 

partment of Agriculture. 

The new contract between the 
Special Products Board .nd the 
British Ministry of Food calls for 
shipment of a minimum of 8,400 
(short) tons of dried egg powder 
annually during 1944 and 1945, the 
equivalent of 48,000,000 dozen eggs. 
With the delivery of 847,149 cases 
from the first of the year, as against 
329,112 cases in the same period 
last year, indications are that the 
quantity available for drying for 
British shipment in 1944 will great- 
ly exceed this amount, 

Prewar egg exports to the United 
Kingdom were around one million - 
dozen eggs a year.

Garden Notes | BEARDS RESULT FROM WATER SHORTAGE : 


The most important job, after a 
garden is planted, is cultivation. 
There are others, too, and they 
should not be neglected but of all 
of them, the experts agree, timely 
cultivation heads the list. The 
major object is not just to destroy 
weeds, though that is a valuable 
by-product, but to, stir up the soil, 
to check evaporation, let in air 
and to generally produce a healthy 
environment for the growing plants. 
After heavy rains, which will 
pound the soil flat and encourage 
hard surface baking when the sun

A WEEK ON THE WAR 


Canada will spend 100 million dol- 
lars a week during the next year to 
do her share as a member of the Un- 
ited Nations, Graham Towers, Gov- 
ernor of the Bank of Canada, said in 
an address this week. 

Mr. Towers, who is also general 
chairman of, the Mational War Fin- 
ance Committee, said upkeep of the 
navy would cost about $8 million per 

week, the army $30 million per week, 
and the R.C.A.F. $21 million per week. 
Production of. war materials would 
cost about $40 million per week. 

These expenditures would be cov+ 
ered in a veiy small degree by money 
raised in the forthcoming Sixth Vic- 
tory Loan. 

The Canadian people have the in- 
come and the money to make the 
loan a success, Mr. Towers said. The 
aggregate income of the Canadian 
people is running at a higher lever 
now than in 1943 and their saving 
deposits have increased by some $329 
million within the last 12 months. 

In the Sixth Loan, as in the pre- 
vious one, individuals will be asked to 
subscribe $525 million of the $1.200 
million objective. In the last loan
